Better Cows From Better Sires* 


A Study of Cow-Testing Association 


Records of Dams and Their Daughters

DAIRY CO!W is seldom the dam of more than half a 
A dozen heifer calves, but a dairy bull may be the 

sire of hundreds of daughters. The value of a dairy 
cow depends not only upon her pedigree but also upon her 
own production records. The offspring play a part, though 
only a part, in determining the value of a dairy cow; but 
they tell the whole story regarding the true value of a 
dairy bull. 

The price placed on a dairy bull is sometimes based 
largely on his pedigree and too often he is purchased solely 
because he is a purebred. Pedigree alone can never de- 
termine his true value. This can be decided in one way 
-only, and that is through the production records of his 
daughters. If a dairy bull has many daughters and all of 
these excel medium to low producing dams, the sire has a 
eertain value; if all the daughters excel medium to high 
producing dams, the true value of the bull is comparatively 
high; but if all the daughter's excel high-producing dams, 
the true valpe of that bull is very much greater. 

For the first time in the history of this country figures 
are now becoming available by which the true value of 
thousands of purebred dairy bulls of each dairy breed 
may be determined through the production records of 
their unselected daughters. This information is obtained 
through the work of the cow-testing associations, which 
furnish the records not of a few selected daughters, but 
of all the dams and practically all the daughters, thus 
telling the whole story. 

From various cow-testing associations in many States, 
2,182 yearly production records of dams and their daugh- 
ters have been received by the Bureau of Dairying. As 
each of these includes two records, one of the dam and 
the other of the daughter, the total number of yearly in- 


herd. Even when the two records were for different years 
they were usually made under the same or practically the 
same conditions. Care was taken to eliminate from the 
tabulations all records that gave advanced-registry fig- 
ures for one animal and cow-testing association figures for 
the other. It is therefore believed that the records of 
dams and daughters are fairly comparable in every re- 
spect. In all cases the records of immature dams and of 
immature daughters were figured to maturity by the meth- 
od in common use of dividing the production of the 2- 
year-olds by 70, the 3-year-olds by 80, the 4-year-olds by 
90, and in each case multiplying by 100. 
Comparative Production of Dams and Daughters 
Table 1 compares the average production records of 
dams and daughters and includes the records of both pure- 
breds and grades. The total number of daughters was 
2,182; the total number of dams was somewhat less, as 
some of the dams had more than one tested daughter; 
the total number of comparisons, however, was 2,182. 
The dams produced, on an average, 8,635 pounds of 
milk, and the daughters 9,012. Therefore, the daughters 
excelled the dams by 377 pounds of milk, or 4.4%. The 
dams produced, on an average, 342 pounds of butterfat, 
and the daughters 361 pounds. Therefore, the daughters 
excelled the dams by 19 pounds of butterfat, or 5.6%. In 
production of milk, 1,259 daughters excelled their dams, 
and in production of butterfat 1,162 daughters excelled. 
The gains of the daughters over the dams are not 
‘phenomenal, but they are very satisfactory, considering the 
high average production of the dams. The gains would 
have been excelled had it not been for a few inferior sires 
whose daughters kept the average production of the daugh- 
ters down. This is the kind of sire that should be elim- 
inated from our dairy herds. This thought wil be developed

SHE next red letter event on the Holstein calendar is 
I the Brentwood National Sale. This is the fifth in 
the series of sales that has built for itself an enviable 
reputation as a market place for the best of the breed— 
a market place where buyer and seller can meet with con: 
fidence that the interests of both will be amply protected. 
That is the fundamental idea on which the success of the 
Brentwood Sale has been built. 

Last year, in referring to the Fourth Brentwood, para- 
phrasing the immortal Andy, we said, “As Brentwood goes, 
so goes the Nation.” The Fourth Brentwood was a suc- 
cess and marked a definite turning point upward in the 
industry. Before last year’s Brentwood Sale was held, 
there was some uneasiness in the industry over the con- 
tinued “red ink’ operation of the Association in the matter 
of volume of business as compared with preceding years.

The 
first of these objectives, the Clark Classic in Wisconsin, 
has already been passed and must be written down as 
an outstanding success. Brentwood should be even better.

Thus, while much food for thought has been brought 
forward on this subject, we doubt if anything ag yet has 
appeared that would be accepted by a majority of our 
breeders as near enough to a definite workable plan to 
warrant adoption. 

Those who have the subject deeply at heart, however 
need not feel discouraged even though the adoption of a 
definite plan has to be postponed for another year or 
more. Individual breeders can accomplish much for them, 
selves and for the breed if they will make a sincere effort 
to apply the general principles of selective registration in 
their own breeding operations. Thanks to our shows and 
the educational work that has been done by our Associa- 
tion breeders have fairly definite ideas of what constitutes 
desirable type. They are also showing more willingness 
to face the facts in the matter of production. The market 
is becoming more discriminating and quality is becoming 
an absolute essential to satisfactory selling. There is, 
accordingly, every inducement and incentive for breeders 
to cull their herds closely and register only such calves 
of both sexes as give promise of developing into satisfac- 
tory breed representatives. 

As a voluntary proposition for the individual breeder, 
a definite detailed system of selection is-not necessary. 
The difficulty lies in formulating and working out definite 
standard for general compulsory application. 

Individual action by breeders in their own herds will 
lay a splendid foundation for a general system of selec- 
tive registration such as is bound to come within the 
next few years at most and such a system can be adopted 
with much less’ of a jolt if the preliminary sorting out is 
done voluntarily in advance. It is the growing apprecia- 
tion of the need of quality breeding stock that lies at the 
bottom of the improved and constantly improving, market 
for desirable animals of both sexes. That condition is the 
real basis of our expectations for highly successful sale 
events at Brentwood and the National, following Clark’s 
Holstein Classic in Wisconsin. The same condition will 
explain why the prices for low quality stuff continue to 
go down and stand today at a discount under the prices 
of good grades. The market demand is becoming more dis- 
criminating. The industry would be the gainer if equal 
discrimination was shown by our breeders in their breed- 
ing operations.

We hesitate, and mentally reason as to whether we shall 
venture further with the climbing price, Our hesitancy 
causes us to loose another “nail.” The bull is bid in by a 
neighbor who has previously valued the worth and need of 
a “horse-shoe nail” just when the “loose shoe” of his herd 
needs it most. That “nail’’ became the turning point of 
his battle, and he wins.

Later. other opportunities are given us. We waste 
other “nails”. After a long time, still another chance is 
given us for acquiring a real “horse-shoe nail” of a bull 
in an advertised offer of a calf of wonderful heritage and 
promise. But the cost. Again we hesitate; look what they 
ask for him. More than the value of any five or six cows 
in the herd perhaps. Will it pay to buy such a “horse- 
shoe nail” calf at such a price? The answer should be, 
“Yes. if you actually make good use of him.” So we hesi- 
tate too long again, for after finally deciding to buy, our 
check is returned with “sorry; calf was sold today to one 
of your neighbors.” 

*“ * * 

Another “nail” lost through lack of initiative; indecision 
and procrastination did it. So we continue with constant 
loss of “horse-shoe nails” until the time arrives when we 
realize the great waste of time——even more than the 
money,—for money may be recovered, but loss of time— 
never. Too late we learn the value of a scrub sire,— 
though he be of pure blood. We look over the herd of 
most unpromising young cows that are doing less than 
their dams. Its a nightmare surely. Loss of five years’ 
time of what might have been “battle-winning breeding;” 
loss of investment beyond poor beef price. The value of 
this “loss of a nail bull” is appalling when we add to his 
first cost the awful loss and expense he and his get rep- 
resent. We sadly remember the “horse-shoe nail” bulls 
we might have bought. Their former asking price as com- 
pared to the cost of our “failure bull’ represents, looks in- 
significant as that of the price of a real horse-shoe nail, 
the need for which has cost us the loss of the battle for 
herd improvement, 

* + * 

How many of us realize the value of a “horse-shoe nail” 
until one is needed? How many of us realize the ex- 
cessive high prices paid for scrub bulls until years of bit- 
ter disappointment sum up his cost?

By this I do not wish to infer that price determines 
the worth of a bull. Far from this, for certainly there 
comes a time in every breeder’s life when opportunity | 
is given him to purchase a bull of type and best blood 
lines at his price; a bull whose pedigree discloses ances- 
try that quite certainly ensures him as being the “horse- 
shoe nail” that will hold the shoe of success, and enable 
the owner to win out in his plans for herd improvement. 
Learn blood lines. Study pedigrees. See personally as 
many fine individuals as you can. Particularly try to see 
the dam anyway, as usually she is less well known than 
the sire. What have their sons and daughters accom- 
plished. When you have decided on the one, right in- 
dividual, don’t hesitate; that should have been done be- - 
fore you even thought of the bull in question. Buy. Some- 
times, buy quickly, else you’ll lose another real “horse- 
shoe nail.” Always kep in mind that the first cost of a 
sire is of secondary consideration; rather, “what will be 
the cost of a cheap sire in case of failure?”

It is evident from advance reports that it contains plenty 
of quality, it is strategically located, it is held under con- 
ditions inspiring the most complete confidence and it de- 
serves liberal buying support. The extent to which this 
support is forthcoming is a matter of practical interest to 
the entire industry. 


Make Haste Slowly 


]* THIS issue is another interesting contribution to the 





thought on selective registration and a possible method 

of working out this problem. Breeders have for years 
recognized the desirability of adopting some method of 
registration whereby the misfits of the breed could be 
eliminated and where unusual merit along the lines of 
type and production could be given special recognition. 

The difficulty is that our conditions make it necessary 
to blaze a new trail in order to get something that will 
be workable. The right solution of the problem, however, 
holds promise of results that will justify all the thought 
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and study that can be brought to bear on the subject. We 
must be sure, however, that we are headed in the right 
direction before we take any definite action hecause false 
steps in a matter so important are expensive. 

Some of our good breeders are satisfied that the goly. 
tion of the problem lies along the lines brought forward 
by the General Welfare Committee in 1924 for a type 
section of the Advanced Register based upon the score 
card. Objection has been raised to this that our experi. 
ences of the past two years indicate that the use of the 
score card depends too much upon the personal equation 
with consequent variations that would be a fruitful source 
of trouble in the application of any such system. 

Several are trying to work the matter out on some 
basis to eliminate the personal equation and to tell the 
story of conformation with tape and calipers. The Kawa. 
mura-Megargee system, described in this issue, comes 
under this head. Others are seeking some modification of 
the system of measurements worked out by Mr. Hoxie and 
applied to the early entries of the Advanced Register 
There are possibilities along this line, too. The difficulty 
seems to be to find a proper scientific basis of demerits for 
animals failing to approximate the ideal in any particular. 

Thus, while much food for thought has been brought 
forward on this subject, we doubt if anything as yet has 
appeared that would be accepted by a majority of our 
breeders as near enough to a definite workable plan to 
warrant adoption. 

Those who have the subject deeply at heart, however 
need not feel discouraged even though the adoption of a 
definite plan has to be postponed for another year or 
more. Individual breeders can accomplish much for them, 
selves and for the breed if they will make a sincere effort 
to apply the general principles of selective registration in 
their own breeding operations. Thanks to our shows and 
the educational work that has been done by our Associa- 
tion breeders have fairly definite ideas of what constitutes 
desirable type. They are also showing more willingness 
to face the facts in the matter of production. The market 
is becoming more discriminating and quality is becoming 
an absolute essential to satisfactory selling. There is, 
accordingly, every inducement and incentive for breeders 
to cull their herds closely and register only such calves 
of both sexes as give promise of developing into satisfac- 
tory breed representatives. 

As a voluntary proposition for the individual breeder, 
a definite detailed system of selection is-not necessary. 
The difficulty lies in formulating and working out definite 
standard for general compulsory application. 

Individual action by breeders in their own herds will 
lay a splendid foundation for a general system of selec- 
tive registration such as is bound to come within the 
next few years at most and such a system can be adopted 
with much less*of a jolt if the preliminary sorting out is 
done voluntarily in advance. It is the growing apprecia- 
tion of the need of quality breeding stock that lies at the 
bottom of the improved and constantly improving. market 
for desirable animals of both sexes. That condition is the 
real basis of our expectations for highly successful sale 
events at Brentwood and the National, following Clark’s 
Holstein Classic in Wisconsin. The same condition will 
explain why the prices for low quality stuff continue to 
go down and stand today at a discount under the prices 
of good grades. The market demand is becoming more dis- 
criminating. The industry would be the gainer if equal 
discrimination was shown by our breeders in their breed- 
ing operations.

From my point of view, the most outstanding “horse- 
shoe nail” of the dairy farmer, particularly he who desires 
to improve his herd, is the selection of a sire to head 
that herd.

In the beginning, such selection is frequently consid- 
ered subservient to a state of present finances. We argue 
that we will start in a modest, small way, and select 
a cheap, and consequently inferior “horse-shoe nail” all 
the while we are salving our conscience that in another 
year or two we will use better “shoes and nails,’ for our 
herd sires.

We dislike to acknowledge our error; we pretend we 
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are satisfied, when we're not. Quietly we attend a widely 
advertised sale hoping to bid in a proven sire at a price 
within our immediate means. We bid. Others bid. The 
price gets to where we feel that we should stop biddings. 
We hesitate, and mentally reason as to whether we shall 
venture further with the climbing price, Our hesitancy 
causes us to loose another “nail.’”’ The bull is bid in by a 
neighbor who has previously valued the worth and need of 
a “horse-shoe nail” just when the “loose shoe” of his herd 
needs it most. That “nail’’ became the turning point of 
his battle, and he wins. 
a - ~ 

Later, other opportunities are given us. We waste 
other “nails”. After a long time, still another chance is 
given us for acquiring a real “horse-shoe nail” of a bull 
in an advertised offer of a calf of wonderful heritage and 
promise. But the cost. Again we hesitate; look what they 
ask for him. More than the value of any five or six cows 
in the herd perhaps. Will it pay to buy such a “horse- 
shoe nail” calf at such a price? The answer should be, 
“Yes. if you actually make good use of him.” So we hesi- 
tate too long again, for after finally deciding to buy, our 
check is returned with “sorry; calf was sold today to one 
of your neighbors.” 

a om o 

Another “nail” lost through lack of initiative; indecision 
and procrastination did it. So we continue with constant 
loss of “horse-shoe nails” until the time arrives when we 
realize the great waste of time,—even more than the 
money,—for money may be recovered, but loss of time,— 
never. Too late we learn the value of a scrub sire,— 
though he be of pure blood. We look over the herd of 
most unpromising young cows that are doing less than 
their dams. Its a nightmare surely. Loss of five years’ 
time of what might have been “battle-winning breeding;” 
loss of investment beyond poor beef price. The value of 
this “loss of a nail bull” is appalling when we add to his 
first cost the awful loss and expense he and his get rep- 
resent. We sadly remember the “horse-shoe nail” bulls 
we might have bought. Their former asking price as com- 
pared to the cost of our “failure bull” represents, looks in- 
significant as that of the price of a real horse-shoe nail, 
the need for which has cost us the loss of the battle for 
herd improvement, 

* ” * 

How many of us realize the value of a “horse-shoe nail” 
until one is needed? How many of us realize the ex- 
cessive high prices paid for scrub bulls until years of bit- 
ter disappointment sum up his cost? 

* * * 

By this I do not wish to infer that price determines 
the worth of a bull. Far from this, for certainly there 
comes a time in every breeder’s life when opportunity | 
is given him to purchase a bull of type and best blood 
lines at his price; a bull whose pedigree discloses ances- 
try that quite certainly ensures him as being the “horse- 
shoe nail” that will hold the shoe of success, and enable 
the owner to win out in his plans for herd improvement. 
Learn blood lines. Study pedigrees. See personally as 
many fine individuals as you can. Particularly try to see 
the dam anyway, as usually she is less well known than 
the sire. What have their sons and daughters accom- 
plished. When you have decided on the one, right in- 
dividual, don’t hesitate; that should have been done be- - 
fore you even thought of the bull in question. Buy. Some- 
times, buy quickly, else you'll lose another real “horse- 
shoe nail.” Always kep in mind that the first cost of a 
sire is of secondary consideration; rather, “what will be 
the cost of a cheap sire in case of failure?”

Then there will be no regrets or need to say “for the 
want of a Sire, my herd was lost.”

Table 2 compares the yearly records of purebred dams 
with those of théir purebred daughters. 
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The group centers are 50 pounds apart. The average 
of each group varies only a little from the theoretical] cep.

In this case all the daughters and their dams are pure- 
bred. The high average production of the dams made it 
difficult for the daughters to win out with a wide margin. 
The yearly production of the dams averaged 9,031 pounds 
of milk and 356 pounds of butterfat. It requires a very 
good sire to raise the production of the daughters above 
the average of such high-producing dams. On an average, 
the yearly records of the daughters excelled those of the 
dams by 333 pounds of milk and by 20 pounds of butterfat, 
which is a gain of 3.7% in milk production and of 5.6% in 
butterfat production. In milk production 665 daughters 
and in butterfat production 674 daughters exceiled their 
dams. On the other hand, 499 dams excelled their daugh- 
ters in milk production and 492 dams excelled in pro- 
duction of butterfat. 

Table 3 compares the yearly production records of the 
grade daughters of purebred bulls with the records of 
the dams. 





10 records were omitted, which eliminated one 
the beginning and three at the end of the table. 

In the first group the daughters excelled the dams by 
191 pounds of butterfat. For each succeeding group the 
daughters excelled the dams by smaller and smaller mar. 
gins until, in Group 7, they produced on an average 5 
pounds less than the dams, after which they fell farther 
and father behind the dams, until in the last group their 
average production was 172 pounds of butterfat below that 
of their dams. 

Evidently it becomes more difficult for the sires to 
raise the records of the datighters above those of the 
dams as the production of the dams increases. For that 
reason the production curves of dams and daughters grad- 
ually come together. The production curve of the daugh- 
ters crosses that of the dams at 384 pounds of butterfat, 
after which the average production of the daughters never 
equals that of the dams.

The production records of both dams and daughters 
were comparatively high. The high average production 
of the dams, however, did not prevent the daughters from 
exceeding that production by 5.2% in milk and by 5.5% 
in butterfat. 

A comparison of Tables 2 and 3 shows that the pure- 
breds had a higher average production than the grades. 
This was true of both dams and daughters, and it was 
also true of both milk and butterfat. Though many of the 
grades had a large percentage of the blood of purebreds, 
the latter won out all along the line. The nigh production 
of the grades was undoubtedly due to their purebred 
ancestry. 

. The purebred daughters of purebred cows averaged 
9,364 pounds of milk and 376 pounds of butterfat, and the 
grade daughters of grade cows produced 8,608 pounds of 
milk and 344 pounds of butterfat, making a difference of 
756 pounds of milk and 32 pounds of butterfat in favor 
of the purebreds. 
Group Comparisons of Dams and Daughters 

In Table 4 the records are grouped according to the

What does all this mean? Simply that the sires used 
in cow-testing associations were able to raise the average 
yearly butterfat production of the daughters above that 
of the dams until the latter reached 384 pounds. Beyond 
that point many individual dairy bulls were able to raise 
the records of their daughters above those of the dams, 
which the ordinary purebred cow-testing association bull 
was unable to do. From these figures, it may be safely 
concluded that the owners of high-producing herds must 
keep well-bred and highly prepotent dairy bulls. Other- 
wise, the sires will lower the production records of the 
daughters and gradually but certainly reduce the herd 
to a lower level of production. 

Table 5 compares the yearly butterfat production rec- 
ords of purebred daughters and their dams.

Groups of less than 10 are omitted as in Table 4. As 
the production records. of the dams advance, those of the 
daughters climb, but more slowly. In Group 1 of Table 5, 
the daughters excel the dams by 219 pounds of butterfat 
a year. The production line of the daughters cresses that 
of the dams at about 394 pounds. The average butterfat 
production of the dams in Group 1 was 108 pounds, and 
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that of the daughters was 327, a difference of 219 pounds 

r cow in favor of the daughters. Good purebred sires 
can easily raise the records of the daughters above those 
of such low-producing dams. Even in Group 6, where the 
dams had an average butterfat production of 349 pounds, 
the daughters averaged 23 pounds more than the dams. 
jn Group 12 the dams have an average production of 641 
pounds of butterfat, and the daughters average 172 pounds 
jess than that. Although this group of daughters had the 
highest average butterfat production of any group, their 
average production was 172 pounds below that of the 
dams. The sires that were mated with the high producers 
were not good enough to maintain the standard set by 
the dams. 

In Table 6, a comparison is made of the records of grade 
cows and their daughters which were sired by purebred 
dairy bulls. This tabulation tells a story similar to those 
told in Tables 4 and 5.

At a point very close to 349 pounds, the production line 
of the daughters crossed that of the dams. In Group 1 of 
Table 6, the dams averaged 152 pounds of butterfat and 
the daughters 318 pounds; the daughters, therefore, ex- 
celled the dams by 166 pounds. In Group 8, the dams av- 
eraged 499 pounds of butterfat and the daughters 412 
pounds; the daughters in this group, therefore, produced 
87 pounds less than their dams. As a rule, in all the tab- 
ulations the higher-producing dams had higher-producing 
daughters, but the increased production of the daughters 
did not keep pace with the increased production of the 
dams. 

In Table 7, which is compiled from the data given in 
Tables 4, 5, and 6, the production averages of the daugh- 
ters have been smoothed by combining each three consec- 
utive groups and dividing the totals by three.t Figure 4 
is based on the data given in Table 7.

‘In statistical studies, it is a common practice to use what 
are called ‘‘moving averages’’ to determine more nearly the 
trend of the figures and the true direction of the curves, the 
average of three successive group averages being generally 
Close to the true center of the middle group. 
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ages as explained above. This is not the case in the pro- 
duction records of the daughters. For all the groups where 
there were a large number of records the butterfat produc- 
tion records of the daughters of the purebred cows excelled 
those of the daughters of grade cows. 


Throughout the larger groups, the butterfat produc- 
tion records of the purebred daughters averaged about 20 
pounds of butterfat above the records of the grade daugh- 
ters. This higher production cculd not have been caused 
by a difference in the production of the: dams, because 
there was no material difference there. It could scarcely 
have been caused by a difference in feeding practices, be- 
cause if the purebred daughters were better fed than the 
grade daughters it is fair to assume that the purebred 
dams were better fed than the grade dams. It would seem 
that the daughters of the purebreds produced more than 
the daughters of the grades because of their superior 
breeding, either the greater prepotency of the purebred 
dams or the better qualities of the sires, or both. It is 
probable that better purebred sires are used in purebred 
herds than in grade herds. This in itself would be enough 
to explain the greater average production of the daughters. 


A comparison has been made of the production of the 
daughters of 58 purebred bulls in cow-testing associations 
with the production of the dams. The results are shown 
in Table 8. The averages are arranged in the order of the 
gains in pounds of butterfat of the daughters over the 
dams, beginning with the largest increase. 


As shown in Table 8, the daughters of sire No. 1 pro- 
duced, on an average, 239 pounds more butterfat than their 
dams; those of sire No. 20 averaged 53 pounds more than 
their dams; and those of sire No. 40, only 11 pounds more; 
whereas the daughters of sire No. 58 averaged 209 pounds 
below the butterfat average of the dams. Foriy-two of 
these sires increased the buttarfat production of their 
daughters over the production of the dams of these daugh- 
ters, whereas 16 showed a decrzased average. 


The fact that the daughters of any sire excel their dams 
in production of butterfat is a very important factor, but 
it is not the only factor to be considered. It makes a big 
difference whether the production of the dams is high or 
low. For example, some of the sires near the head of the 
list in Table 8 were mated with rather low-producing dams, 
which fact accounts in large part for the great increase 
of the records of the daughters above those of the dams. 
In like manner it may be noted that some of the sires near 
the foot of the list were mated with rather high-producing 
dams, and that fact accounts in large part for the failure 
of the daughters to produce as much as the dams. Evident- 
ly the sires near the head of the list are fit to be used in 
the herds in which they are found, and those near the 
foot of the list are not good enough to be used in the herds 
in which they are found. That does not mean that all 
these sires whose daughters failed to equal or excel the 
dams in production of milk and butterfat should be sent to 
the butcher; but it does mean that, if kept at all, they 
should be used to improve lower-producing dairy herds. 

Table 9 gives the individual yearly milk and butterfat 
records of the five daughters of sire No. 2. In every case 
the daughter excelled the dam in production of both milk 
and butterfat. 

The daughters excelled the dams by an average of 
5,713 pounds of milk, or 53.6% and by 237 pounds of butter- 
fat, or 67.5%. This is a large gain both in production and 
in percentage of production. A sire that can place the av- 
erage butterfat production of his daughters at 558 pounds 
when that of the dams is 351 pounds, and that can keep 
the production of every daughter above that of a high- 
producing dam five times in succession, i§ a sire to attract 
attention. These are the sires that the cow-testing records 
of dams and daughters are placing in the limelight. The 
fact that so few of these bulls are kept until the records 
of the daughters are available means a great loss to the 
dairy business. 

In the case of sire No. 58, as given in Table 10, each 
of the 10 daughters produced less than her dam. 

The dams produced an average of 9,676 pounds of milk 
and 499 pounds of butterfat; the daughters, 4,825 pounds 
of milk and 290 pounds of butterfat. The daugiters pro- 
duced an average of 4,851 pounds of milk, or 50.1%, and 
209 pounds of butterfat, or 41.9%, less than the average 
of the dams.

paratively high in both milk and butterfat, those of the 
daughters were certainly not flattering to their sire. In 
every case the daughter of this sire failed to produce as 
much as her dam. It hardly seems possible that chance 
caused the first 10 daughters tested to be lower producers 
than their dams. Certainly no owner of such a dairy herd 
can afford to keep this kind of sire. 

The butterfat records of dams and daughters in Table 
9 make an interesting comparison when placed beside

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Butler County Calf Club Members Make Record 


Members of a calf club organized in 
the vicinity of Nixon, Butler Co., Pa., 
in 1923, by County Agent W. F. Mande- 
ville, have established a record which 
may well be the envy of many adult 
dairymen. Starting with a member- 
ship of fourteen, the close of three 
years’ work found twelve still on the 
job, one having dropped out and one 
moved from the community. Eight 
Holstein and six Guernsey calves were 
placed in this club at the time of its 
organization. During the first year, 
the usual club program of instruction 
from the State Club Office, personal 
visits by the County Agent, round-up 
and show, was followed. Virtually the 
same program was followed through 
the heifer club stage in the second year, 
On December Ist, 1924, those members 
whose animals had freshened began 
to keep records of milk production, 
feed consumption, feed costs and re- 
turns above feed cost. Each month 
a postcard report form was mailed to 
each member from the State Club 
Department. The members used the 
barn sheet record commonly used by 
Cow Testing Association members and 
reported their results regularly. Rec- 
ords were started on each heifer as 
she freshened after December first. 
Local Holstein and Guernsey Bull As- 
sociations offered free service to their 
high class sires as a reward to each 
club member who completed a year’s 
record. The fact that this club finished 
the -highest percentage ef yearly club 
records attests the value placed on 
this privilege by the club members. 


A Girl Sets the Pace 


Four members were enabled to keep 
a complete production and cost rec- 
ord for the year. In this group the 
lowest annual production was 4,672 
lbs. of milk with a return above feed 
cost of $115.07. To Ida Hartzell, Ren- 
frew, Pa., goes the honor of leading 
the procession, her splendid young 
Holstein cow producing 14,070 lbs. of 
milk with a return above feed cost 
of $286.35. The other two animals 
in this group of four produced 7,362 
and 10,191 lbs. of milk respectively. 
Few club members had access to Cow 
Testing Association services so but- 
terfat records were not kept on all 
animals, but the fat production was 
in proportion to the general records 
for production.

Particularly fortunate were Ethel 
and Paul Blair, brother and _ sister, 
who started with two Guernsey calves 
costing $350.00. These animals paid 
their own way over the period of 
work, increased in value as they came 
into production and paid fine divi- 
dends in the form of splendid heifer 
calves. Paul has two splendid heifer 
calves and Ethel one. The increase 
resulted in the doubling of the orig- 
inal capital investment by the time 
records closed last December. 

Commenting on the value of the 
work, County Agent Mandeville calls 
attention to the value of farm boys 
and girls acquiring the record keep- 
ing habit and learning at an early 
age the proper methods of feeding, de- 
veloping and managing dairy cattle. 
Not only did the club menabers bene- 
fit directly, but Mr. Mandeville was 
pleased to note several instances 
where the parent had also improved 
his feeding methods and mentions 
specifically one farm on which he 
found three-year-old heifers which 
were as large and well grown out as 
the average at four years of age. This 
was a condition which he attributed 
directly to the benefit received by the 
father from the work done by a club 
member on that farm.

dairy bull, almost as much attention should be given to the 
records of the dams as to those of the daughters. 


Proved Sires * 


Most purebred dairy sires have some daugnters that 
excel the dams and others tht do not. If less than half 
the daughters excel the dams, the herd is going down. If 
more than half excel, the herd is improving. If all, or 
nearly all excel, the herd is improving rapidly. To meas- 
ure improvement in the dairy kerd, the production rec- 
ords of both dams and daughters must be obtained. They 
are furnished at a comparativ2ly low cost by the cow-test- 
ing association. Where such associations are impractic- 
able, the owner of the dairy herd should in some other way 
determine the production records of each cow in his herd. 

The keeping of the records of dams and daughters is 
not enough. Some practical method must be found for 
keeping a dairy bull until enough of his daughters have 
been tested to show his worth. If the comparative records 
become available only after the bull has gone to the 
butcher they have lost their value so far as that sire is 
concerned. 

It is possible that some system of exchange may be 
worked out in each community by which dairy bulls may 
be kept until the records of the dams and daughters de- 
termine their true value as dairy sires. From that time 
on. if a bull is proved worthy, he should be kept at the 
head of some dairy herd. If he is proved to be ar outstand- 
ing bull, he should become the sire of a large number of 
high-producing daughters and thus help greatly in raising 
the average production of the dairy herds in the com- 
munity. 

It has been the custom in times past to determine the 
value of a dairy bull by looking up the production records 
of his dam and grandams and by paying some attention 
to the records of his sisters and his aunts. That is good 
so far as it goes, but the time is gradually approaching 
when the dairy sire will be valued according to the rec- 
ords of his daughters, and when every up-to-date dairyman 
will be dissatisfied until he has a proved sire at the head 
of his dairy herd. 

Almost every dairy district in this country can furnish 
a story, based on actual occurrence, of a great dairy bull 
sent to the butcher before his true value became known. 
Already true stories of a different kind are beginning to 
come in from the cow-testing associations. stories in which 
the records of the daughters saved the lives of highly pre- 
potent dairy sires. 

In a certain cow-testing association in a dairy district 
of the Central West there was a purebred bull called 
“Billy.” After he had been in the herd two years it was 


2In this bulletin the term ‘‘proved sire’? means a sire having 
five or more daughters whose vearly milk and butterfat rec- 
ords have been compared with the production records of their 
dams. 
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decided to send him to the butcher to prevent inbreeding. 
“For a time,” as the tester reported, “things looked batt 
for Billy; he was headed straight for the block.” Just in; 
the nick of time, six of his daughters completed yearly 
records. Figured to maturity, the average production of 
the daughters was 7,886 pounds of milk containing 397: 
pounds of butterfat. This was 1,918 pounds more milk 
and 105 pounds more butterfat than the average produced 
by the dams. These records saved Billy's life, and he was 
placed at the head of a purebred herd. 

In another cow-testing association in 1924, a purebred 
bull was at the head of a small dairy herd. The owner 
of the herd did not appreciate the value of ‘he bull and 
was about to sell him to the butcher. Before this took 
place, however, the production records of the daughters 
began to tell their story. The owner decided to keep the 
bull until the figures for the year were compiete. At the 
end of the testing year there were five complete records 
of the daughters of that sire, and the dam of each daugh- 
ter had also made a yearly record. In milk production the 
dams averaged 10,651 pounds and the daughters 16,364. 
In butterfat production the dams averaged 351 pounds 
and the daughters 588. In both milk and butterfat produc- 
tion every daughter excelled her dam. 

Since these records became available the dairy-exten- 
sion field man in another State has tried to buy that bull 
for use in a cooperative bull association, but the owner 
feels that the sire with such a record is needed to im- 
prove the herds of the home community. That bull will 
not be sold to the butcher so long as he is fit for breeding. 

The cow-testing association records have alrealy proved 
a number of dairy bulls. Records of the daughters of a 
large number of dairy bulls have been tabulatcd by the 
Bureau of Dairying, and 58 of these sires each had 5 or 
more daughters that have completed a yearly test. All 
these records of dams and daughters have been figured 
to maturity, and the results have been returned to the 
States from which the records came. It is only through 
the splendid cooperation of the States that this work has 
been possible. An attempt is now being made to de- 
termine how many of these sires are still alive, because 
there is not much to be gained by proving a dead bull. 

The proved purebred dairy sire seems to be the best 
solution of the dairy-breeding problem. He may be proved 
through cow-testing association figures, through advanced- 
registry testing, or through vrivate records. How such 
sires may be kept until the production records of the 
daughters become available is one of the unsoived prob- 
lems of the dairy world to-day. Every dairyman is inter- 
ested in its solution. 


Summary and Conciusions 


This bulletin shows how the true value of a dairy bull 
may be measured through cow-testing association records 
by comparing the yearly production records of the daugh- 
ters of the sire with those of the dams of the daughters. 

The conclusions are based on a comparison of the 
yearly production records of 2,182 daughters of purebred 
bulls with those of the dams of the daughters. As some 
of the dams had two or more daughters, the number of 
dams was somewhat less than 2,182. 


The yearly production of 2,182 daughters of purebred 
dairy sires was 9,012 pounds of milk and 361 pounds of 
butterfat. In milk production the daughters excelled the 
dams by 377 pounds, and in butterfat production by 19 
pounds. This small average gain of the daughters is 
particularly significant, since the average production of 
the dams is so high. The average production of 1,166 
purebred daughters was 9,364 pcunds of milk and 376 
pounds of butterfat, that of 1,016 grade daughters of 
purebred bulls was 8,608 pounds of milk and 344 pounds 
of butterfat. 

The daughters of purebred cows excelled the dams 
until the records of the dams averaged 394 pounds, and 
the daughters of grade cows excelled their dams until 
the records of the dams averaged 349 pounds. This means 
that the daughters of purebred cows excelled their dams 
by a larger margin than did the daughters of grade cows. 
Evidently the sires used in purebred herds were superior 
to those used in grade herds. 

The study of individual sires, each having five or more 
daughters, showed that in some cases all the daughters 
excelled the dams. in other cases some of the daughters 
excelled and some did not; and in still other cases every

Some sires increased the records of the daughters over 
fairly high-producing dams more than 40%; other sires 
lowered the production of the daughters almost as much 
below that of similar dams. 

The individual cow records show, without guesswork 
which cows should be kept and which should go to the 
butcher. The comparative records of dams and daughters 
show, without guesswork, which bulls should be kept and 
which should go to the butcher. Thus the same records 
serve a double purpose. 

The record of the dam of any sire is a promise, but 
the records of a large number of high-producing daugh- 
ters are the fulfillment of that promise. 

The proved sire seems to be the best solution of the 
dairy-breeding problem. As there is not much to be 
gained by proving a dead bull, some practical method must 
be found for keeping a bull until his daughters nave been 
tested for production. 

In the nature of things, all proved sires must belong 
to the aged bull class, and if such sires are to be in gen- 
eral use some method must be worked out by which the 
young dairy bull, after being tried out on a iimited num- 
ber of cows, may be kept until proved through the rec- 
ords of dams and daughters. 

Records of dams and daughters furnished by cow-test- 
ing associations show clearly that good bulls are needed 
if the average production of our dairy cows is to be in- 
creased. They also show that production is rapidly in- 
creased through the use of proved dairy bulls. The time 
is ripe for a nation-wide campaign to conserve such bulls 
for the benefit of the dairy industry.

MILK DISTRIBUTION CHEAPER 
THAN UNITED STATES 


POSTAGE 


The quart of milk that comes to 
your doorstep each morning is de- 
livered cheaper than the postman can 
do it, according to an investigation 
made by the National Dairy Council. 
The bottle of milk usually weighs 3% 
pounds and costs 4.2 cents to deliver 
by the milkman, the Council finds. 
The same weight requires 9 cents to 
deliver by parcel post. 

When compared with mail, milk 
has a still greater handling problem, 
because it is perishable and must be 
delivered quickly. It must be kept 
cool and handled under strictly sani- 
tary conditions throughout the time it 
leaves the dairy cow and is delivered 
on the doorstep. Pasteurization, re- 
frigeration, bottling and sterilization 
are the most expensive steps in any 
city’s milk supply, the Council re- 
ports. These processes are public 
safeguards for which the consumer is 
willing to pay, as shown by a check- 
up on the almost universal high 
standards required by city ordinances 
throughout the country. 

Under current conditions, if the 
farmer delivers his morning’s milk 
and a letter at the station at the 
same time, addressed to the same 
city person, the milk will be delivered 
many hours sooner than the letter 
unless a special delivery stamp is 
used on the mail. 

In addition to this feature the Coun- 
cil points out that no special delivery 
stamp is necessary to secure milk 
service at any time during the day 
in most cities, which is an added sav- 
ing to the consumer. Then, too, the 


bottles are returned and _ require 
special cleaning and handling by the 
distributors of milk, a cost that

RECORDS 


The March report of records com- 
pleted in Canada, from the office of 
Secretary W. A. Clemons, Brantford, 
Ontario, contains a number of records 
of unusual interest. In the yearly 
division are two additions to the 
1,000-lb. fat list, these being Spring- 
bank Snow Countess 81871 C. H. B., 
with a production of 1,122 Ibs. fat 
(1,402.50 lbs. butter), 25,521 Ibs. milk 
with an average test for the year of 
4.39. She is a daughter of Pioneer 
Snow Korndyke, bred and owned by 
T. H. Dent & Son, Woodstock, On- 
tario. The other new Dairy Queen is 
Colony Canary McKinley 50292 C. H. 
B., a daughter of Colony McKinley 
Segis De Kol. Her figures are 31,069 
Ibs. milk, 1,003 lbs. fat (1,253.75 Ibs. 
butter). She was bred and owned by 
Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C. We 
note also the reporting of the com- 
pletion of the year’s record for AlI- 
cartra Colantha Ormsby 112979 C. H. 
B., the All-American two-year-old of 
1925. In spite of the handicap of 
going out on the show circuit this 
daughter of King Segis Alcartra 
Calamity finished her year’ with 
946.25 lbs. butter, 21,061 lbs. milk. She 
freshened at 2 years, 4 months of age. 
Wisconsin Fobes 7th, the last daugh- 
ter of Wisconsin Fobes that was sired 
by Sir P. O. M. 37th, finishes her year 
as a senior three-year-old with 896.25 
Ibs. butter, 17,665 lbs. milk, showing 
an average test of 4.06 for the year. 
She is now owned by Raymondale 
Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, who _ pur- 
chased her in the Erickson Dispersal. 
Raymondale Dixie Patricia, three- 
year-old daughter of De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie, also completes a yearly 
record on three-time milking of 20,- 
023 lbs. milk, 862.50 lbs. butter. The 
leader in the short-time division is 
Maud Fayne Lindley with 32.51 Ibs. 
butter, 664.6 lbs. milk in 7 days. Her 
owner, W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, advises that she has since 
largely increased this milk production 
running around 114 lbs. a day and 
still maintaining her test at about 4 
per cent. This is one of the great 
cows of Canada, being a Canadian 
and world’s champion in the ten- 
months’ division on three-time milk- 
ing as a two-year-old and having the 
second highest yearly record ever 
made in the_ senior’ three-year-old 
class with 1,393 lbs. She is being run 
for a ten-months’ record this time 
which should be another sensation. 
She has also been a prize winner in 
hot show ring competition. 

Springbank Snow Countess, the 
new 1,400-lb. cow, referred to above, 
carries an interesting pedigree. Her 
sire, Pioneer Snow Korndyke, is a 
son of the famous Calamity Snow 
Mechthilde. Freshening first as a 
junior two-year-old, she made a short- 
time record ranking fifth for 7 days 
and fourth for 30 days in Canada with 
28.72 lbs. butter, 484.5 Ibs. milk in the 
short period and 115.25 lbs. butter, 
1,966.2 lbs. milk in the month. In 
the year, she made 948.75 lbs. butter, 
17,571 lbs. milk, the butter record 
being the highest in Canada for a 
junior two-year-old at that time and 
fifth highest for all heifers under 
three years of age. It will be noted 
that her yearly record as a two-year- 
old averaged 4.32 per cent fat as 
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compared with 4.39 per cent in her 
latest record. She freshened for the 
second time at the age of 3 years, 10 
months and increased her 7-day rec- 
ord of 30.71 lbs. butter, 526.1 lbs. milk, 
and as a five-year-old she increased 
this to 34.08 lbs. butter, 606.8 Ibs. 
milk, this being the beginning of the 
lactation recently finished.

You may be interested to know that 
I have tested my heifer, Lady Korn- 
dyke Creamelle Johanna 774045, for 7 
days. She made 515.5 Ibs. of milk 
and 21.073 lbs. of butter as a junior 
three-year-old. I have put her on 
semi-official test and she has averaged 
70 lbs. of milk a day since she start- 
ed in January. I won first on this 
heifer three times at the WBastern 
States Exposition and over $150 with 
her in dairy club work. 

I also tested one of my father’s 
cows, Katy De Kol Burke 618011. She 
made 542.5 lbs. milk and 29.053 Ibs. 
butter. She was dry only two or 
three weeks and was thin when she 
freshened. She has made 255 Ibs. 
fat in her first eighty-one days. 

We also have two others on semi- 
official test, which did not freshen 
soon enough for the 7-day test. One, 
a junior three-year-old, is averaging 
75 lbs. a day and has made retest 
for the last two months. 

This is the first testing we have 
ever done. We have a herd of 50 
purebreds and sixteen high grades. 
Twelve of the herd are mine. 

We are also in a cow testing asso- 
ciation, which started last Novem- 
ber. There are 52 herds in this asso- 
ciation. We have had the high cow 
for November, January, February and 
March.

Cow Testing Association Notes 





On March 29, about thirty dairymen 
from McCook, Hutchinson, Turner 
and Yankton counties of South Dakota 
met at the Yankton State Hospital, 
Yankton, S. D., and organized a cow 
testing association to be known as 
the Yankton Association. Officers 
elected were: Sam Gilliland, of Yank- 
ten, president; Clarence R. Brookens, 
of Parker, vice-president, and S. E. 
Jones, manager of the Dairy Depart- 
ment of the Yankton State Hospital, 
secretary-treasurer. There is a board 
of five directors. Ruben Mortvedt, 
of Vermilion, who has been conduct- 
ing official testing for the past two 
years, was offered the place of cow 
tester. However, Mr. Mortvedt has 
applied for a like position in the State 
of Wisconsin and acceptance of the 
position with the Yankton association 
is depending on whether he obtains 
the Wisconsin post. The Yankton as- 
sociation will have four meetings a 
year with the regular meeting being 
held on the third Tuesday in April. 
The three other sessions will be held 
on call and not at set periods. One 
of them will be a picnic gathering 
and another a tour. Horace M. Jones, 
Dairy Expert from the South Dakota 
State College, delivered a lecture at 
the meeting and illustrated it with 
two reels of interesting moving pic- 
tures. The number of milk cows in 
the herds owned by the members were 
from nine to thirty. The Yankton 
State Hospital took out two member- 
ships for forty cows to help fill up the 
membership until there are new ap- 
plicants. Some have a few purebreds. 
Others are using or will soon use a 
purebred sire on their grades. They 
will eventually grow into Holsteins. 





The Cedarburg-Grafton Cow Test- 
ing Association (Wisconsin) com- 
pleted its fourth year on March 31, 
1926 with 250 cows finishing the year. 
The average production of the asso- 
ciation was 9,174 lbs. milk and 338 Ibs. 
fat. Twenty herds in the association 
maintained an average for the year 
of over 300 lbs. fat. Of this number, 
eighteen were grade or purebred Hol- 
stein herds and two Guernsey herds. 
W. Buth, of Grafton, Wis., was the 
owner of the high herd, nine. grade 
Holsteins averaging 12,597 lbs. milk 
and 429.8 lbs. fat, showing an aver- 
age test of 3.41%. Erwin Voland’s 
herd of eleven purebred Holsteins 
came next with an average production 


of 387.8 lbs. fat, 10,875 lbs. milk. Hol- 
stein herds held the first six places 
on the list of high herds and ten of 
the high twelve. One-half of the 
herds in the association averaged over 
10,000 Ibs. milk for the year. The 
honor of high cow for the year went 
to a grade Guernsey who produced 
542.5 lbs. fat, 11,140 Ibs. milk during 
the year. The remaining eleven high 
places were held by grade or pure- 
tred Holsteins. Mr. Buth’s grade 
Holstein was in second place with 
516.1 Ibs. fat, 14,222 Ibs. milk, show- 
ing a net profit over cost of feed of 
$203.58. The high two-year-old was 
a purebred Holstein, owned by W. 
Weener. Her production was 423.3 
Ibs. fat, 11,046 Ibs. milk. Bighty-nine 
cows qualified for the Register of Pro- 
duction, eighty-six produced over 10,- 
000 Ibs. milk, 177 over 300 lbs. fat, 40 
produced over 400 lbs. fat and two 
over 500 lbs. The average production 
of this association for four years’ 
work is 8,767 lbs. milk and 317.5 Ibs. 
fat. The first year of its operation, in 
1923, the association average was 
8,108 lbs. milk and 290 lbs. fat. This 
average has increased steadily until 
last year the average was 9,174 Ibs. 
milk and 338 Ibs. fat. During the year 
sixty cows were sold as unprofitable. 
Twenty-seven purebred bulls were 
sold and five purchased. There are 
now fifteen accredited herds in this 
association. During the year, twenty- 
two herds were tested for tubercu- 
losis and eight cows reacted. This 
association was reorganized and 
started its fifth year of testing on 
April 1. Gust Wild is tester of this 
progressive association. 





M. L. Jones, of Westtown, Pa., has 
sent us a report of the West Chester 
C. T. A. for January. The list of ten 
high cows is composed entirely of 
Holsteins with the exception of a Jer- 
sey in second place with 69.4 lbs. fat. 
Mr. Jones has six of the ten high 
cows, these being purebred Holsteins 
and ranking first, third, fifth, sev- 
enth, ninth and tenth. The high 
production was 84.5 lbs. fat, 2,486 lbs. 
milk. Nineteen herds were. tested 
during the month, which included 
nearly 500 cows. Ninety-four cows 
produced above 40 Ibs. fat, thirty- four 
above 50 Ibs and 174 above 1,000 Ibs. 
milk, with 82 producing above 1,200

Holstein breeders top the list of offi- 
cers of the Oregon Dairymen’s Asso- 
ciation for 1926, chosen at the thirty- 
third annua] convention held in mid- 
February at Astoria for the first time 
in nearly 20 years. The president is 
H. W. Cooley of Jefferson, who also is 
president of the Marion County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association; and Ja- 
cob Luscher of Fairview is first vice- 
president. Both are prominent in the 
affairs of the Oregon Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association. The importance of 
good cream as a medium for produc- 
ing good butter was perhaps the domi- 
nating subject of the convention pro- 
gram, though efficient production, 
marketing and the ever-present oleo- 
margarine were discussed also. Two 
resolutions regarding the latter were 
adopted, one pledging the association 
to continue its educational campaign 
on the superiority of butter over sub- 
stitutes, the other calling upon state 
officials to enforce more strictly exist- 
ing laws designed to protect the dairy 
industry. Speakers from both Oregon 
and California, and one from Wash- 
ington, D. C., found places on the pro- 
gram, and the annual banquet, at 
which O. M. Plummer was toastmas- 
ter, was attended by nearly 300 per- 


sons.

B. O. Case & Sons, Holstein breed- 
ers of Clark County, Washington, are 
credited with having one of the few 
large supplies of Japanese flowering 
cherries, quinces, apples and pears in 
the United States, and their enter- 
prise with opening new possibilities 
for the horticultural industry there in 
the growing of Japanese flowering 
trees for ornamental purposes. The 
Cases have a large river bottom farm 
in Fruit Valley and have developed 
several lines of production. The father 
is particularly interested in fruit and 
specialties and has taken charge of 
the large orchard. One son special- 
ized at college in livestock and has 
managed the purebred dairy herd, 
while the other looked after general 
crops. Poultry has been a paying en- 
terprise, too. Japanese flowering trees 
appealed to Mr. Case because of their 
ornamental value, and because their 
importation from Japan was _ forbid- 
den soon after it was discovered that 
the Japanese government’s gift of 
some flowering cherries to President 
Taft introduced into this country one 
of the worst pests known to horticul- 
ture. Several years ago he started 
producing such trees by the process 
of budding ordinary fruit stock, and 
today he has 500 budded trees and 
about 7,500 others which he intends 
to bud with the flowering type.

It 
is to be hoped that exhibitors in all 
sections will take advantage of this 
liberal opportunity to cooperate with 
the work of the Association by making 
their exhibits as full and complete and 
of as high quality as possible. 


The conditions of these offers are: 

First, That all animals must be reg- 
istered in the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America before exhibition, 
that they must also stand on our rec- 
ords in the name of the exhibitor. A 
transfer of ownership for the purpose 
of exhibiting will debar an animal and 
operate against the payment of prizes 
offered by the Association. 

Second, The awards in all instances 
must be placed by the official judges 
of the Association whose names ap- 
pear on this list or who are duly auth- 
orized. Judges are instructed to award 
no prize except where the animals 
are strictly first class and merit the 
award, and in all cases of doubt prove 
the identity of the exhibit by compar- 
ison with the certificate of registry. 

Third, The judge or the superintend- 
ent of dairy cattle shall examine the 
certificates of registry and transfer to 
see that the provisions of the first re- 
quirement have been complied with. 

Fourth, The Association’s share of 
the prizes will be paid direct from the 
Secretary’s office and not by the fair 
management. 

Fifth, All animals over six months 
old must have been tested for tuber- 
culosis within six months by a duly 
accredited Federal or State veterin- 
arian. The certificate showing free- 
dom from this disease must be exhib- 
ited to the fair authorities. Grounds 
and barns must be disinfected in ac- 
cordance with Federal or State re- 
quirements. 

Sixth, A report of the awa™gs shall 
be made on a special blank farnished 
by the Secretary of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America, within 
sixty days of the close of the fair, 
otherwise the awards will not be paid.

I think it is the duty of the officers 
of our National Association to hold 
down all expense as much as pos- 
sible, so I think we should hold down 
our Extension work a little more for 
we in this community fail to see much 
benefit from this work and yet we are 
all helping pay our share of the ex- 
pense. For instance. I don’t think it

In regard to transfer fees, I would 
like to see them a little lower—say 
at $1.00, but the way our expenses are 
carried on now I don’t suppose there 
is much chance for a change.

The Ideal Dairy Cow 


(Continued from Page 10) 


jaw and neck (14) with the same ra- 
dius will give the spot where the 
upper arm joins the shoulder. From 
the pol] to the withers should also be 
a head, but this varies greatly with 
the varying carriage of head so that 
one should be careful to make the 
measurement only when the head is 
carried at the normal angle as shown 
in the illustration. From the upper 
arm, as indicated at 16, to the pastern 
joint (17) should be a head, but this 
does vary and many excellent indi- 
viduals do not conform to this. Never- 
theless, I regard it as the ideal length 
of foreleg. 

“The one measurement that hardly 
ever varies even in the poorest ani- 


mals, is from the hock to the heel, 
This is practically always exactly a 
head. So true is this that this meas- 
urement serves as a means of check- 
ing up on all others. For instance, 
one occasionally meets with an ani- 
ma] that seems all wrong when meas- 
ured by heads—every measurement 
seems too large. If it is found that 
the hock to heel and the head do not 
agree, try using the former as the 
standard and it may be found that the 
animal is correct everywhere in body 
but is small in head. In diagram B 
is shown that from point of shoulder 
to point of shoulder is one head. Also 
in C that from hip to hip should be 
at least one head; if this measurement 
goes over a head, so much the better. 

“Good dairy cows are much the 
same, structurally. Breed differences 
are in the character of the head, 
udder, thurl, and other minor points.” 


Messrs. Megargee and Kawamura 
plan to publish a booklet telling in 
greater detail of this system.

Minerals Needed to Overcome Dangers in Modern Feeding 


By JAMES 


the Bible, but intensive lives- 

stock production has progressed 
more in the past fifty years than dur- 
ing the entire previous history of 
civilization. When grandfather raised 
livestock they grazed and grew on 
succulent mineral rich summer pas- 
tures and wintered through as best 
they could on dry forage and icicles. 
This system made grandfather pros- 
perous because land sold for a song, 
labor was cheap and he had no over- 
head. 


Today forced production, rapid 
growth and healthy animals are neces- 
sary to make expenses and a return 
on a big investment. Heavy feeding 
on mineral-poor concentrates has 
over-balanced the natural growth and 
production of fifty years ago, and ani- 
mals break down, fail to breed and 
succumb to disease unless all of the 
raw materials for intense production 
are supplied. 


Normal development of the ani- 
mal’s system has not kept pace with 
the artificial growing conditions to 
which they have been subjected. 

Just as folks suffer with an acid 
stomach after a big holiday dinner, 
so the breaking down of proteins in 
the digestion of modern rations pro- 
duce an excess of acid. Just as con- 
tinued heavy eating will produce gout, 
so the continued feeding of heavy ra- 
tions throw such a burden of excess 
waste on the organs that rheumatism 
frequently results. This excess acid 
in the system is one of the problems 
of modern livestock raising. It fre- 
quently causes sterility because con- 
ception will not take place when an 
acid reaction is present in the womb. 


Most disease germs thrive in an 
acid media and a continued acid ex- 
cess is a most favorable condition for 
disease, This unnatural condition 
promotes the growth of disease bac- 
teria and encourages common infec- 


A NIMAL husbandry is older than 


tions such as garget, scours, abor- 
tion, hemorrhagic septicemia, and 
tuberculosis. These diseases and 


many others thrive in an acid media, 
and one of the best safeguards against 
their invasion is the maintenance of 
an alkaline reaction in the intestines, 
the blood, and the tissues. Heavy 
producing cows frequently produce 
acid milk. This, of course, is only an 
indication of the condition of the 
system. Normal milk is slightly alka- 
line. Feeding calcium carbonate and 
hard wood ashes to cows producing 
acid milk will remedy the condition in 
from ten to fourteen days. These 
alkalies will counteract the excess 
acid in the system, and will frequently 
bring a shy breeder back to a normal 
reproductive condition. 

Modern rations both for lvestock 
and human beings carry an excess 
amount of magnesium. Much of our 
soil and most of our common foods 
contain a large proportion of this 
mineral. While valuable in its place, 
an excess amount of it puts an added 
burden on the organs in disposing of 
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it. A small excess is readily excreted, 
but the animal body apparently can- 
not distinguish between magnesium 
and calcium, and in an effort to throw 
off the excess magnesium, it fre- 
quently excretes so much calcium that 
not enough is left for normal body 
processes. 

When excess acid is present, it en- 
courages magnesium infiltration into 
the tissues causing hardening of tHe 
arteries, rheumatism, and paralysis. 
This condition is gradually becoming 
more serious among humans, and 
hardening of the arteries, paralysis, 
gall stones, and allied troubles are 
gradually increasing. These are the 
ills of modern civilization, and like 
our livestock troubles they have de- 
veloped with modern intense feeding 
on rich rations without the proper 
mineral balance. Alkalies are needed 
to counteract the excess acid, together 
with a plentiful supply of calcium 
salts to balance up the wastage caused 
by the excretion of magnesium. 


Finally intensive growth requires 
a stronger, stouter, more rapidly de- 
veloping skeleton. The mineral con- 
tent of milk is a good indication of 
how modern livestock feeding has 
forced growth beyond natural tend- 
encies. Cows’ milk contains .7 per 
cent of mineral matter, and the calf fed 
on this milk doubles its weight in 45 
days. Sows’ milk has .8 per cent of 
mineral matter, but a pig doubles its 
weight in 9 days. While rabbit milk 
has 2.5 per cent mineral and their 
young naturally double their weight in 
6 days. 

In nature a cow gave only enough 
milk each year to feed one calf. Now 
she must give enough to feed ten. The 
pig originally did not double its 
weight much faster than a calf. Man 
has forced it to grow nearly as fast 
as a rabbit. 

These conditions require extra min- 
erals, which as yet natural develop- 
ment has not provided. Consequently 
man in forcing intense production 
must furnish not orly the protein, the 
carbohydrates, and the fats but also 
the minerals to make this intense pro- 
duction possible. The cow producing 
ten times the natural amount of milk 
must have a vastly increased supply 
of minerals because one sixteenth of 
the total solids in milk are mineral 
matter. The pig growing five times as 
fast as nature intended must have an 
added supply of minerals to furnish 
the skeleton to carry this growth. The 
sheep which naturally feeds on min- 
eral rich roughage must have addi- 
tional minerals when intensely fed on 
mineral-poor concentrates. These 
minerals must be supplied for three 
specific purposes, to counteract ex- 
cess acid, to ‘build bone and tissue, 
and to counteract magnesium infiltra- 
tion. Calcium carbonate and _ un- 
leached hardwood ashes furnish the 
alkalies, bone meal, and calcium phos- 
phate precipitate furnish the bone 
building materials, and all of these 
furnish the excess calcium required 


to counteract magnesium infiltration, 
Common salt, of course, is necessary, 
and iodine is required where goiter 
and hairlessness are prevalent. 


Above all, a succesful mineral feeq 
must be digestible, and properly bal- 
anced to be effective under the fore. 
going conditions. Sawdust and feath- 
ers can be mixed so as to show a gat- 
isfactory analysis for a perfectly bal]. 
anced ration, but common sense 
would indicate to any farmer that 
they could not be of value as a feed 
because they are indigestible. So 
too, ground rock is largely indigest- 
ible, and in addition usually carries 
a harmful percentage of sulphates, 
Ordinary agricultural limestone usu- 
ally runs high in magnesium and when 
used as a feed will intensify the over- 
supply of this ingredient. Ground 
rock mixtures may form a concrete 
in the digestive tract and cause seri- 
ous difficulty and even death. 


The best results can be secured by 
making a mineral ration, using pure 
sterilized bone meal as a base. Cal- 
cium Phosphate precipitate will fur- 
nish additional calcium and phosphorus 
particularly for young animals. Cal- 
cium carbonate and wood ashes will 
furnish the alkali and supply addi- 
tional calcium to the ration. A small 
proportion of common salt will help 
to make these ingredients palatable 
and digestible. Iodide not to exceed 
one-tenth of one per cent added to 
this mixture will prevent goiter and 
hairlessness. Adding a little charcoal 
may be an advantage because it will 
absorb the carbon dioxide liberated 
when the calcium carbonate is digest- 
ed and thereby prevent intestinal dis- 
tress.

senior three-year-old of the breed and 
the first heifer of that age to milk 
over 28,000 lbs. in a year. This young 
bull was selected as the most promis- 
ing son of Creator in the herd and 
he will probably be seen on the show 
circuit next fall.

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Getting Into Purebre ds in New Hampshire 


G. L. WAUGH in Hoard’s Dairyman 


HE young man who has just got 
started on a dairy farm is often- 
times a little skeptical «bout get- 

ting into purebreds. He may be 
thoroughly convinced of the merits of 
the idea but the first cost and the 
chance of getting only ordinary foun- 
dation stock many times have delayed 
or prevented the change from grades 
to purebreds. With a farm still to 
be paid for and a family to raise, the 
need for caution is well grounded. 
Mistakes in selection of cows for 
foundations are costly. How is a 
young man to get started and feel that 
he is proceeding safely and is headed 
toward the ownership of a profitable 
herd? 

The methods used by G. W. Colby of 
New Hampshire contain an _ inspira- 
tion for the young dairyman and the 
steps he has taken to build up a herd 
of high producers have proven sound 
and profitable. 

Fifteen years ago Mr. Colby was 
milking a string of grade cows, a few 
of which had made as high as seventy 
pounds a day. To many dairymen this 
would have meant the limit of herd 
improvement. To Mr. Colby it was 
simply an indication that the pure- 
bred bulls he had used on the grade 
herd has been a good investment. 
“Why not get into purebreds end get 
even better producing cows?” was his 
reaction to the successful handling of 
the grades. To get into purebreds af- 
ter milking grades that made seventy 
pounds a day and to get into “real 
ones” so in the fall of 1920 he bought 
five purebred heifers ready to freshen. 
They were daughters of Hengerveld 
Ward Pontiac 133313 and out of un- 
tested dams. After trying out the new 
heifers Mr. Colby was up against the 
job of getting a bull that would prove 
satisfactory to mate with them. His 
study of the various Holstein fam- 
ilies led him to select King Sadie Vale 
Pauline as his herd sire. “King” is a 
son of King Korndyke Sadie Vale and 
out of a 22-lb. four-year-old. The first 
five daughters of this old bull have 
averaged 20,847 lbs. milk and 712 lbs. 
fat at an average age of three years. 
The averages of the dams at eight 
years was 17,757 lbs. milk and 463 lbs. 
fat, a gain of 3,090 lbs. milk and 48.2 
Ibs. fat. The careful selection of the 
herd sire evidently paid good divi- 
dends from the production standpoint 
and continued the high production 
which testing had shown the dams to 


two-year-olds gives promise of higher 
production than their dams. 

With the completion of his cow test- 
ing year Mr. Colby hung up a new rec- 
ord for New Hampshire and New Eng- 
land by averaging 17,082 Ibs. milk and 
622 lbs. fat for his herd of 17 cows. 
In addition he has three state cham- 
pions in the herd and another not yet 
reported. His herd average gave him 
first prize in the annual production 
contest conducted by the Granite 
State Dairymen’s Association. Few 
herds throughout the country can 
show higher average production in 
cow test work. Many dairymen 
throughout the state have purchased 
bull calves from his herd to use in 
grading up. The backing of semi-of- 
ficial and cow test records has been 
a valuable asset in disposing of sur- 
plus stock. 

“A man has to keep looking ahead 
to get ahead,” says Mr. Colby. You 
can’t find the bull you want in five 
minutes and anything but the best is 
apt to be toc costly.” Acting on this 
principle he has recently bought a 
new bull for use on the young cows. 
This latest,addition to the herd is a 
son of King Ormsby Ideal and from 
a thirty-pound dam. His eleven near- 
est dams average 33 lbs. butter in 
seven days and his dam and sire’s 
dam have made over 26,000 lbs. milk 
and 1,200 lbs. butter on yearly test. 
Great things are expected from this 
line of breeding. 

“TI have put in a lot of time and 
thought into my herd,” says Mr. Col- 
by, “but I feel that it has been worth 
while.” It is great personal satisfac- 
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tion to have owned and developed 
such a string of high producers. It is 
also a very fortunate thing for g 
county and state to have such a herd 
as a source of young bulls for grag- 
ing up purposes. The plan which has 
brought success to Mr. Colby wil] 
work with any herd. Get good bulls 
and keep the cows fed well to give 
them a chance to show what they can 
do has been his plan in a nutshell, 
It is good advice to follow for the man 
with grades as well as the breeder of 
purebreds. 

Not all of the good results can be 
attributed to the selection of good 
bulls. The cows have had good care 
and feeding. Alfalfa and silage with 
soy beans have helped the good work 
along. His grain mixture consists of 
nearly all feeds that are available in 
his locality. Bran, gluten feed, hom- 
iny, distillers grains, oats, oil meal, 
bone meal, molasses, and salt are 
mixed for the ration and fed with beet 
pulp and silage. It takes careful 
feeding to keep a cow up to the hun- 
dred-pound mark as several of his 
animals have done. Is isn’t all the 
feeding nor all the breeding, but the 
combination is unbeatable. Add to 
this the interest and willingness to 
sacrifice some things for the good of 
the herd which Mr. Colby has shown 
and you have a good example of what 
the’dairy cow will do for those who 
love and appreciate her great quali- 
ties.
